In subtitle A of title VII, add at the end the fol-

lowing:
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SEC. 18 . PROHIBITION ON PROVIDING CERTAIN COM-
PENSATION TO CERTAIN COMMERCIAL E-
COMMERCE PORTAL PROVIDERS.

(a) PROHIBITION ON CONTRACTING AND FINANCIAL
ASSISTANCE.—The Secretary of Defense may not enter
into, award, or continue performance of a contract, fund,
endowment, or grant with an incorporated entity that is
a commercial e-commerce portal provider (or subsidiary
thereof) with a market share greater than 25 percent of
the industry in which the provider participates.

(b) COMMERCIAL E-COMMERCE PORTAL PROVIDER
DEFINED.—In this section, the term “commercial e-com-
merce portal provider’” means a provider of a commercial
e-commerce portal, as defined in section 846(c) of the Na-
tional Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2018 (41
U.S.C. 1901 note).

  18__. Prohibition on providing certain compensation to certain commercial e-commerce portal providers 
  (a) Prohibition on contracting and financial assistance The Secretary of Defense may not enter into, award, or continue performance of a contract, fund, endowment, or grant with an incorporated entity that is a commercial e-commerce portal provider (or subsidiary thereof) with a market share greater than 25 percent of the industry in which the provider participates. 
  (b) Commercial e-commerce portal provider defined In this section, the term  commercial e-commerce portal provider means a provider of a commercial e-commerce portal, as defined in section 846(c) of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2018 (41 U.S.C. 1901 note).
